With Hemorrhage 


Which Proved Fatal Within a 


Short Time at His Home In 
East Newark—Mr. Ganey For

Daniel A. Ganey, book-keeper for the

very suddenly Tuesday night at his 
new home corner Eddy and 
Hoover 


streets, about 7:30 o'clock after a few 
hours illness. 
His death was due to 


a hemorrhage of the lungs due to a 
•weakness of one of the larger blood 
vessels. 


Mr.. Ganey, who was one of the best 


and most popularly known business 
men of the city, was taken ill Tucsday 
evening shortly after leaving the store 
at 5:30 o'clock.

Galling For Small Sums 


Were Raised, 


PROMINENT CLUBMAN 


Who Recently Died In- 


volved In the Forgery. 


Great Sensation In 
Financial 


Circles of Philadelphia—Near- 
ly a Million Dollars Said To 
Have Been Raised—Little Will 
Be Recovered From the Estate 
—Bank Held Up For Loans. 


Philadelphia, June 21.—One of tb^ 


most sensational cases of forgery that 
has ever been brought to light/in 
financial circles of this city was dis- 
closed when it was announced that 
certificates calling for small numbers 
of shares of stock had been fraudu- 
lently raised to hundreds of shares, 
causing a loss to certain banks and 
trust companies of this city of from, 
$750,000 to $1,000,000. The forgery 
involves the name of Benjamin H. 
Gaskill, who died four weeks ago. 
Gaskill was the sole member of tha 
banking 
and 
brokerage 
concern 


known as Benjamin H. Gaskill & Com^- 
pany. He had offices in the financial 
district and his credit was considered 
gilt-edged. 


At the time of Gaskill's death h« 


was believed to be worth about $500,- 
000. 
He left no will, and adminis 


tors began to close up his txaslnesi 
A patron of the firm, whose name 
not given, bought from the estate U 
shares of Philadelphia Traction 
pany stock and 100 shares of stock 
the United States Steel corporati 
He turned his account over to B. 
Miller & Company, which firm senl 
the 100 shares of traction stock to th9 
Philadelphia Traction company'* ,-oC«-* 
fice to have the transfer recorded. 
The certificate did not agree with tne> 
company's books, and an investigation! 
showed that the certificate had been 
raised from six shares to 100. The) 
discovery was reported to E. C. Miller 
& Company, which firm immediately^ 
notified the Stock Exchange, of wtilqb: 
Gaskill was a member, which in tur» 
s,ent out notices to its members iott 
to receive stock certificates from thej 
Gaskill estate.

A further investigation brought tCf 


light a surprising state of affairs. It; 
was found that Gaskill had credlte* 
himself with 6,000 shares of Philadel- 
phia Traction stock, valued at appro*-' 
imately $000,000, while the traction* 
company's books showed he had only, 
400 shares. 
It was also discovered* 


that he had raised stock certificate* 
of the United Railways of New Jersey 
from two to 200 and the certificates ofl 
the Frankford and Southwark street! 
railway of this city from two to 20» 
The latter stock is worth $450 a share.; 


Gaskill kept two accounts—one re-1 


cording the transactions of his cus- 
tomers, which was correct, and any 
other giving his own transactions. Hitf 
books showed that he was losing froioj 
$15.000 to $25,000 a year In his busi- 
ness.

with the land 


frauds in this state is now on in Judge 
DeHaven's court. The greater part of 
the first session was devoted to hear- 
ing the excuses of jurors. 


Tiiis is the first ot" the many Aregon 


land fraud trials. 
Tlie case is that 


charging Sena-tor Mitchell with having 
accepted fees while Senator for ser- 
vices rendered to Frederick A. Kribs, 
by which timber land belonging to the 
latter was passed through the general 
land office to patent. Mitchell is rep- 
resented--by ex-Senator Thurston, of 
Nebraska, a.ncl Judge. A'. S. Bennett, 
while District Attorney Francis J. Ho- 
ney represents the government. The 
charge on which 'Mitchell faces trial is 
regarded by the government officials 
as the strongest 
of the indictments 


which have been returned against him. 
The evidence is largely documentary, 
and is said to consist in great part of 
!ei!0'ps, checks and account books. Tho 
alleged transactions of S. A. D. Puter 
with Mitchell do not figure in this case 
nor will Puter be a witness.

SUPREME COURT 


Abolishes Market House Commission 


at Cleveland—It May Affect Other 


Boards of State. 


Columbus, O., June 21.—The su- 


preme court abolished 
the market 


house commission of Cleveland, which 
was bipartisan, and plaeed the con- 
struction of the market house, for 
which 
?10f\000 
bonds 
have 
been 


issued, in the hands of the board of 
public scrv'ce. 
This is the first in- 


stance in which a special commission 
existing prior to the enactment of the 
municipal code, and wh'ch the codo 
sought to preserve, has encountered 
an adverse decision. In a sense, the 
market house commission is the only 
sufferer by the enactment of the code. 
The decision at once raises the ques- 
tion of the legality of the City hall 
commissien and the group plan com- 
miBsion of Cleveland. 


The court handed down a decision 


in the 
casa 
of 
\Viiliam 
Whitman 


against Robert D. Carter, which even 
more explicitly supports the liciuor re- 
version clause in warranty deeds than 
the decision of the same court in the 
case of "Whitman against Brush, a con- 
tempt case handed down two weeks 
ago. In the Carter case, Carter never 
owned the piece of property 
upon 


which Whitman was conducting his 
saloon, but was the owner of a lot 
three squares away. He brought in- 
junction proceedings and the fact that 
the court sustains the decision in his 
favor establishes the principle 
that 


one who is simply a property owner 
in the vicinity may bring suit to re- 
strain a business which is prohibited 
by reversiou clause in deeds.

cases arise out of an attempt to con- 
duct a saloon in Terrace park, an ad- 
dition to the city of Columbus.
